Now _ 
it is to be obſerv'd, That this Creed therefore - 
was made and introduc'd many 100 Years after the 
Nicene Creed: Whereas it is decreed. in the 6th 
Canon of the Council of Epheſus, one of the Four 
Firft General Councils, That if any Biſhop, or 
Layman, ſhall make, or introdute, a Creed, after - 
the Nicene Creed, he Mall be Anathema.. 
Dur Two Creeds, taken from the Conſtitutions, 1 

were long before the Nicene, and are Scripture 
Creeds; for the Conſtitutions are Scripture, and 
their Authority is own'd by the Firſt Councils, 
and by Athanaſius himſelf: So that our Creeds, 
own'd, with the Conftitutions, by the Nicene 
Council, &c. and made before it, are not within 
the Anathema of the Council of E pheſus, but the 
Athanaſian Creed, and all others, Ns after the 
Nicene, have been {aid by the Learned to be, for 
that Reaſon, within the Anathema of that Council;

They continued ſtedfaſtly in 
the apoſtles doctrine, and fel⸗ 
lowſhip ; in bzeaking of bzead, 
and in p2ayers.

T 1s the teſt and ſfandard of chziſtiani⸗ 
ty ta continue in the doctrine and fel- 
Z lowſhip of the apoſtles, as members 
of the ſame ſpiritual body, under Chꝛiſt our 
head; and this is particularly to be ſhewn 
in public wozſhip, and the adminiſtration of 
the holp Euchariſt. The authozity and de⸗ 
crees of any particular church, o2 ſociety of 
ch:lrians, if thep oppoſe the apoſtolical rule, 
are antichziſtian; and therefoze everp ch21- 
ſtian is bound vigorouſſp to withſtand fuch 
deviations, and to p2ocure the refoꝛzmation of 
them to that firſt, and onlp ſtandard. 
This is the avow'd pꝛinciple of the church 
of England, in her homilies, on the ſubjes 
of the ſacrament. Her woꝛds are theſe: 


te But bekoze all things, this we mult be 
ſure of eſpectalip, that this ſupper be in 
ſuch wile done and e's ag our = 
| and 
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and Saviour did, and commanded it to be 
done; as his holy apoſiles us'd it, and as 
the good fathers in the peimitive church kre⸗ 
guented it.“ 

Thep therekoze, who do and miniſter not 
this ſacrament as our Loꝛd and faviour did 
1 commanded it to be done, and as the 

poſtles and primitive fathers: frequented it, 
Defo3e all things, befoze all other rules o2 
uſages whatever, contradict the declar'd pꝛin⸗ 
cipics of the Engliſh church; and ſince they 
make it different from the firſt inſtitution, 
thep malie it no ſacrament, no euchariſt at 
all; ſince all its nature, eſſence, and obliga⸗ 
tion, depends entirelp and onlp on its inſti⸗ 
tution: The complicated ſin the apoſtaſy, 
the danger and ill conſequences of \werving 
from that inſtitution, are obvious to every 
ſerious enquirer. 
The p2opoſition therefoze ſhall go upon 
ſhall be co trace, what was the inſtituted 
matter, and the p2imitive fozm, of rhe eu⸗ 
charilt, p2oving i: none at all, ik they be al⸗ 
ter D. 

The firſt part of the inſtituted matter of 
the eucharift is bꝛead: The Engliſh church 
ſaps, it is [ſufficient it be common wheaten 
bead, but the beſt and fineſt that can be got- 
ten: but this is not as our Lozd did and 
commended it, no2 as the apoſtles us'd it, 
and the peimitive fathers frequented it, ac- 
coding to her declaration of her own duty ; 
fo2 our Lo2d did, aud by ſaping, Do this, 
rommanded it to be done with unleaven'd 
b2ead ; ſince only thai was, o2 could be us'd, 
at the paſſover, part of whole concluding 
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cuſtoms it is on ali*hands agreed he perpe- 
tuated in this lacrament. ? 
-Chzilt ate the paſſover at this time with 
his diſctples, the evening (ag it is calcula- 
ted) befoze that evening, when the reſt of 
the Jews ate it, becauſe on the dap follew- 
ing; he, our paſſover was to be ſacrific's foz 
us: He put an end to the ceremony of the 
palchal lamb the night befoze he was to 
be lain as our paſchal lamb. a pꝛopitiation 
fo2 our fins: but he then pertorm'd that 
rite, he eat the paſſover, and the paſſover 
could not be eaten with leaven'd bzead, fo: 
that would not have been. but been contrary 
to, the paſſover. Compare Exod. 12. 19. with 
Matth. 26. 17. Mark 14. 12. Tike 22.7. 

The apoſties us'd unleaven'd b:ead ; fo2 
otherwiſe the argument of St. Paul would 
have been abfurd, where he ſaps, Chꝛiſt our 
daſſover is ſacrificd fo2 us, therefo:ze let ug 
keep the fealt, not with the old leaven, nei⸗ 
ther with the leaven of malice and wicked- 
neſs, but with the unleaven'd bꝛead of ſince⸗ 
rity and truth. Vere, it leaven'd bzeod had 
been us d, the apoſtle could not have aiiuded 
zuſtip to unleaven d bead, as a figure of 
that freedom from the old leoven, and from 
that of malice and wickedneſs, which Kill 
was to be ſhewn in the chziſtian paſſover, and 
which was the reaſon why unleaven'd bꝛead 
was to be contimud as an emblein of truth, 
ſinceritp, lode, innocence, fimpitcicy, and 
other chziſttan graces, apart from the evil 
1 and fer ments of the oppoſite quali- 
leg. 8 ed, 

Salt; peaſt, dough pꝛeſerv'd to a ſfalene(s, 
and the like, put into bzead, are a leaven. 
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The leaven is not a gquaZty, but a fubſtance 
added to the bzead, that gives a ſeaſoning, a 
ferment to the whole maſs; which, fo? 
this purpoſe, ought to be only flour and wa⸗ 
ter, to ſhew, as St. Paul ſaps, the ſincerity 
and truth, the ſimplicity of a good chziſtian, 
by thoſe ſimple unfermented elements, with 
which he ſpeaks of keeping the feaſt: Me ap- 
peals to their ſenſes, what men thep ought 
to be, and what bad allop thep ought to a- 
void, by telling them the unleaven'd bꝛead 
ſhould be look'd upon as a ſpmbol of their 
ſinceritp; ſo that leaven'd bzead muſt be the 
contrary, an emblem of falſhood, inſinteritp, 
malice, wickedneſs, and the old leaven; and 
this is the caſe of thoſe communtons that 
uſe it: Beſides, that the putting in what 
will leaven the b2ead, adds to the inſtituted 
matter of the ſacrament. "© 
This text refers to ſome real, ſubſtantial 
bead, then us'd in the ch2iſttan paſſover, if 
it does not refer to any real bead, it does 
not refer to the ſacrament at all, but as 
ſome interpꝛet it, onlp to the ſinteritp of the 
mind, with which we are to keep the feaſt: 
and this, J am infozm'd, is the notion of 
ſome of the people call'd Quakers, who hold 
that the truth and righteouſneſs of the mind 
is all the ſacrament, and the external o2di- 
nance is not neceſſary. - Thep ſap, the feaſt 
is all ſpiritual, and that it is a feaſt of that 
kind, in which nothing is to be'eaten. But 
that is faiſe in fact; fo2 this ſacrament was 
'02dcr'd bp Chziſt to be eaten, and dꝛank, in 
remembzante of him; his apoſtles did fo eat 
and dzink it, and ſo has the church in all 
ages. St. Paul implies here a real "__ 


. 
rial ſacrament, and ſubſtantial bꝛead: To 
that they, who allow a real ſacrament, and 
the uſe of anp bzead at all in it, are bound, 
by this text, to uſe unleaven'd bꝛead: and J 
believe, that if a Quaker us'd any material 
euchariſt, he would think himſelf oblig'd to 
uſe unleaven'd bzead, was he once convinced 
that was the bzead us d by Chziſt, his apo- 
files, and the p21mitive fathers, and ſo en- 
join d to be continu'd. 5 
J have heard from a member of the rekoꝛm⸗ 
ed church of France, that Geneva her ſelf 
us'd unleaven d bꝛead manp pears after her 
firſt refo2zmation ; but alter'd that cuſtom, in 
compliance with the French church, The 
p2imitive fathers, and churches, always 
us d unleaven'd bꝛead in the euchariſt, doing 


this, as Chziſt did it at his paſſover : Had 


they us d other b2zead, the change would have 
been mention'd; but it was fo known a thing, 
that, J hear, even the Armenians, who did 
not uſe mix d wine, pet ever us d unleaven'd 
bꝛead: this map be enquir'd: but as it is 
certainly what our Lo2d did, the uſe of any 
other is therekoꝛe contrarp to the doctrine of 
the Engliſh church, and as it varies, in this 
reſpec, from the inſtituted matter of the ſa- 
crament, which is obligato?p; it is therefo:e 
no ſacrament at all. ES 

Ik the inſtituted matter of it, as far as if 
is to be found out, is not obligatoꝛp, it 
THA T be not eſſential, it will follow, thay 
any other matter map be equallp us'd; foꝛ 


what rule have we at laſt but the inſtitution 


ir ſelf? If there be anp other rule, evern 


man has an equal right to make his own 


rule, and uſe anp thing fo2 a ſacrament: 511 
Þ | that 
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that be wrong, there mult be ſome one rule 
binding all men, and that can be only the in- 
ſtitution; part of this was unleaven'd bzead, 
and leaven'd bzead was not us d in this rite 
bp Chziſt, bp the apoſtles, by the p2imitive 
church, noz, to this dap, does the generality 
_ of the chziſtian church ule it; only fome com- 
munions, who, in this point, are antichzi⸗ 
ſtian, and make it no facrament. 
The other part of the inſtituted matter ok 
the enchariit is that wine, which Chꝛiſt and 
the ige 11s'd at the paſſover; that wine, 
which the apoſtles, and from them the pi⸗ 
mitive church, thought themſelves oblig'd to 
make uſe of, and which therefoze the church 
of England declares her ſelf oblig d to uſe, 
if ſhe knows her own p:inciples, 82 will be 
bound by her own declaration : but if a 
church thinks one thing, and ſaps, oz aus 
another, well map thoſe that belong to her be 
Jzuſfify'd in all the inſinceritp and equivoca⸗ 
tion imaginable. 2 
Now it is poſſible to trace what this wine 
was, in a great meaſure, which our Lo2d 
ug'd in his ſacrament: It was that wine, 
which the Jews uſuallp dꝛank after their 
paſſover, and was, bp the accounts of their 
own writers, alwaps mix d with water. 
In this the apoſtolical and pꝛimitive writers 
agree: this was the p2actice of all the anti⸗ 
ent liturgies, and theretoze this is obiigate- 
| 2p on the Engliſh church, by her own conteſ- 
Chziſt himſelf calls it the fruit of the vine: 
The Jews, wzyo beſt underſtood their own 
expreſſions, declare that the phꝛale, fruit of 
the vine, means wine and water, in oppoſi- 
| | From 


wu 
tion to the kruit of the tree, which ig meant 
bp them to be wine only. This appears in 
che Gemara and the Miſhna of the Jews: 
ſo that the wine and water are in the ſcri- 
pture ; fo the fruit of the vine is wine and 
water. oi, &, in Plutarch upon health, is 
mix'd wine; and, like the wozd Wine it 
ſelf, in Engliſh, and other tongues, is entire⸗ 
Ip determin'd bp the fac, to mean either 
mir d oꝛ pure wine. 

St. Paul calls the ſacramental cup, the 
cup of bleſſing, oz benedicton; and the Jews 
agree, that it is not the cup of bleſſing, that 
18, ig not to be bleſs'd, till it is mir'd with 
water. See Lightkoot's Hoz. Mebz. in 1 Coz. 
II. 25. 3 

Chꝛiſt calls the cup, Mat. 26. 28. his blood 
of the new covenant; therefoze it muſt be 
mix'd with water, becauſe the blood of the 
old covenant was mix 'd with water, and pet 
at the ſame time call'd only blood, as this is 
call d only wine, tho it was wine and wa- 
ter, Heb. 9. 19. Tppes and accompliſhments 
ought to agree; the blood and water of the 
old covenant was a tppe of the wine and wa- 
ter of the new. | 

St. Paul faps, 1 Coz. 17. 26. that we ſhew 
fo:th the Lo2d's death till he come, bp dzink⸗ 
ing this cup. His death upon the croſs was 
p20v'd by the iſſuing of the blood and water 
from his ſide, on its being pierc'd by the ſol⸗ 
dier: This realitp of his death muſt be 
therefoze ſhewn bp the wine and water. St. 
John, who law the blood aud water flow 
from his ſide, and is moze particular on that 
ircumſtance than the other evangeliſts, 
John 19. 34. declares in his epiſtles, 1 Joh. 
5. 6, 
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and the Loꝛd's ſupper, pet alwaps aſſerted 


1 of the a5y&, o: the ſon of God, the Wo2d oz 


ſaid to have deny'd that conjunction, and 
- therefoze-to Have us'd wine only: but from 
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ce. 6. This is he that came by water and 
ſood, not by water only, but by water and 
blood. And v. 8. Thee bear Witneſs on 
earth, the ſpirit, the water, and the blood. 
So that, to take away the water, is to take 
away one of Chaft's witneſſes upon earth; 
whereas what God hath joined together, man 
ought not to put alunder. Even thep, who 
explain d the blood and water of baptiſm 


and p2actis'd the mix d cup in the facrament. 
Pov. 9. 5. Wildom, which is interp2eted 


Wiſdom of the Father, makes an invitation, 
Come, eat of mp bead, and d2ink of the 
wine that J have mingled. Cppztan, in his 
e piſtle to Cecilian, applies this text as a 
pꝛophecp of the mix'd cup in the facrament. 
Dr. Mammond, Vol. 4. p. 452. Lond. 1683. 
owns it to be a p2ophecp of the ſacrament; 
and if fo, he muſt have ownd it a p2ophecy 


of the mixture. Diodati, a divine of Gene⸗ 


va, upon the place, interpꝛets it of the facra- 
ment, as do molt antient and modern divines: 


but it it means the facrament, it points at 


the mixture, Dzink of the wine that J have 
mingled. And our Lozds command, Da 
this, enjoins the mixture, as he mingled 
it; not to do this thercfoze, is to diſobep 
him, and alter, that is, annul his facra- 
ment. 188 
One conſtruction of the mixture was to 
ſignikp, by the water, the human; and bp 
the wine, the divine nature of Chziſt join d 
together. The Armenians, verp earlp, are 


the 
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the beginning it was not ſo; and they were 
tondemn'd bp a general council, and by the 
whole church: Confequentlp all the modern 
churches, who uſe the wine onlp. Ipe under 
that anathema, as repꝛeſenting the myſtery 
imperfeclp, and innovating on what has 
been deliver'd; in which all the antient litur- 
gies, writers, and councils agree, as re⸗ 
teiv'd bp them from Chꝛiſt and his apoſtles. 
The mixture was not founded on the na- 
ture cf the climate onlp, where it was firſt 
appointed, fo2 all the antient chꝛiſtians us d 
it in the colder climates; as in France, and 
in the moze noꝛthern parts. | 
The liturgies of St. James, St. Cle- 
ment, St. Mark, St. Bai, Neſtozius, He- 
verus ; the Ethiopic liturgy, that of the 
Gallican, and the Bzitiſh churches (befo2e 
the Roman L2iſſal was here receiv'd; ) thote 
of Afric and Spain, as appears by the Mo⸗ 
farabic liturgp, cc. expzeſs the cup to be 
mingled bp Ch2ilt and his apoſtles : £02 18 
there one antient liturgy, council, oz father, 
(except the Armenian, who cxcluded the wa= 
ter above 4 0 pears after Chꝛiſt, and by that 
verp excluſion confirm'd the fozmer pꝛactice) 
that does not atteſt the doctrine ot the mix deup. 
Juſtin Martpr, 50 pears after the death 
of St. John, which ts carlp enough ro vouch 
an apoltolical doctrine, mentions the mixture 
as from Chziit himſelf: Jreneus, Clement 
of Alexandria, Cpp2tan, Cyril of 4Aeruſa- 
lem do the ſame : the mixture was fo funda- 
menta!.o thing, hat ſome us'd water onip 


* As rhe Ebtonites, Epiph. Ver. 30. aud che 
Aquarii, againſt whom Cypatan wrote, 63, Ep. ad 
Cecil, To ule wa er only was then judg'd heretical, 
as it is to ule only wine, ER,

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in the ſacrament. In ſhozt, the evidences 
are (0 numerous and weighty on this head, 
thet if thep be not receiv'd, the evidences of 
the New Teſtament muſt not be reteiv d. and ta 
deny them fends direcip to aboliſh chziſtianitp. 

This is the firlt charge, that to celebzate 
the euchariſt without unleaven'd bead, and 
wine mix'd with water, is to depart from 
the inſtituted matter, which is eſſential to 
+ the ſacrament, and therekoze to deſtrop it. 

This oziginal inſtitution was the rule to the 
apoſtles, and all chziſtians, bekoze the books 
of the New Teſtament were wiitten : fo that 
it is falſe, that the ſcripture alwaps was 
the onip rule in this matter; there were ma- 
ny pears of the church, when it had no New 
_ Teſtament, as we have it; fo2 no books of it 

were pennd, till ſome pears after the alcen⸗ 
ion: but thep celebzated the euchariſt as 
Chꝛiſt did it, and the iuſtitution was to them, 
as it ſhou'd be to us, the rule of it. 

As there are two eſlential parts of the 
euchariſt, the matter, and the kozm, the koz⸗ 
mer has been ſhewn, the latter is our next 
conſideration. | 


The fo2m of Chziſt was, to take the ele- 
ments, to bleſs, to give thanks, oz to bleſs 
with thankſgibing ; ro communicate them to 
his diſciples, and command them to.do the 
like in remembzance of him, Fc. This is 
obvious in the Goſpels; and the nearer the 
telebzation comes, in everp circumſtance 
whatever, to his pꝛactice at the firſt appoint- 
ment ok it, it is more perfect, and moſt tru- 
Ip the chziſtian ſacrifice. | 

But ſince the Engliſh church appeals to 
the primitive foꝛm of the euchariſt, it is p20 


per 
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per to ſee what that fo2m was. And that 
tan be no otherwaps ſeen, but by looking in- 
co all the molt antient ſchemes, and methods 
of adminiſtring it: Ik theſe, at different 
times and places, neareſt the time and place 
of the inſtitution, made bp perſons who had 
the beſt oppoztunity to know it, and whoſe 
truth in repozting it be not queſtion'd, by 

their being allow d good evidences of other 
points, and of the New Teſtament it ſelf : it 
theſe agree in anp regular fo2m of doing it, 
and that agreement be farther atteſted bp the 
writers in oz near their reſpective times; 
ſuch agreement, and none elle, is the PIO 
tive rule of the euchariſt; and if the Engliſh 
church departs from it, ſhe contradias her 
ſelf; fo2 ſhe declares the p21mitive fo:m be- 
foze all things cſſential ; and no church, oz 
evidence, that is dcliberatelp inconſiſtent 
with its own teſtimony, is in any refpect 
whatever, by the rules of right, of law, and 
of reaſon, to be-believ'd, having fozfcited its 
credit, 62 right to be belicv'd, by ſuch incen- 
ſiſtencp, 

The queſtions about the time, the anthozs, 
the authenticknels, the alterations, the inter⸗ 
polations, Ec. of theſe ontient liturgies are 
no moze than mult be apply'd to the books of 
the New Teſtament themfelves, to our creeds, 
and all antient writings: It they concur in 
certain points the moſt conſiderable, and be 
atteſted bp ſuch vouchers as are admitted 
good vouchers, in our taking our ©cripture 
it ſelf from them, they are juſt evidences of 
the pzimitive euchariſt, on the avow'd p2in- 
ciples of everp chziſttan. So that their teſt 
19, if any objection be made to them, let the

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fame objection be apply'd, in the ſame fo2ce, 
to other writings which we do receive, and 
let all ſtand oz fall bp the iſſue oi the trial. 

The pzintipal of thefe antient liturgics 
are thoſe of Clement, James, Mark, Chzy- 

ſoſtom, Bafi}, Peſtozius, Severus, the Go: 
 thic, Gallican, Ethiopic, Mczarabic, ali 
ug'd where the Koman was not receiv'd; be 
ſides ethers collected by Kienaudot, Ac. . 

If anp modern liturgies, oz waps cl 
giving the ſacrament, be compar'd with the 
conſent of theſe liturgics, thep have leſg au 
thozitp, as lcſs antient and apoſtolical, lefs 
primitive and univerſal, dels agreeing, leſs 
anthentic; ſs that the ſcale of the quefijor 
will everp wap turn in favour of the oldeſ 
methods; and this is the dec!ar'd p2inctplt 
of the Engliſh Church. 

The main points in which all theſe litur 
nies concur, and which thcretoze are the un 
doubted p2zimitive fozm ok the euchariſt, ar! 
the cuchariltic thankſgiving (like our Sabi 
our's giving thanks, from whente it is callei 
the euchariſt, andthe omiſſion of which makes 
it therefoze no euchariſt at all) the oblattoz 
of the elements to God; the invocation fo 
the deſcent of the Holp Gholt to make then 
the bodp and blood of Chziſt, which, as th. 
Church of England faps, are veriip and in 
deed taken bp rhe faithful in the Lo2d's ſup 
- per; ) the pꝛaper foz the whole ſtate of Chzilt': 
church; that fo2 the wozthp partaking of th! 
facrament; the pardon of ſin, and Humbl; 
accels, the 4% 4yios, and the diſtribution, 

_ Theſe are the main points, in. ozder, in 

which thele liturgies agree; and either this 
is the primitive apoſtolical fozm, o2 we hav 
; n ad 
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no tuch fozm in the thziſtian wozld. It is, 


in it ſelf, the moſt auguſt, the moſt elevated, 
the moſt heavenlp and reaſonable fervice, the 


moſt nobie ac of devotion, that con be paid 
to the ſupꝛeme Being by chꝛiſttang: to devi- 


ate from this model ſhould p2odace a reflexi⸗ 


on, that ſhould make not only a teacher of 


righteenſnefs, but a follower of him, blufh 
and tremble from his inmoſt foul; foz, as 
no plan but this can be true, ſo none but 


this can be beautiful. 


As this fozm of the facrament is ſeal'd bp 
all antiquity, fo it has the appꝛobation of 


many learned and. wozthp divines of the 


its behalf. The preſent communton:- office of 


the church of Eugland, which entirelp de- 
parts from it, was alter'd from a model of 


this kind bp paritament without a convaca- 
tton, to pleaſe Calvin and his friends at a 
political juncture; whereas the keeping 


reſtozing this fozm would be moſt likelp 5 
gain over both the diſſenters and the Koman-
